Mr Frasor-Smith 
had come hero and told everybody that he 
called this man a..“‘ mean‘ hound,” and he 
hoped the jury would let that imputation 
lie heavy on their souls.

it wefe found that the-tbel was true, then 
it ceased to be a libel in. the Civil Court. 
In the Criminal Court they, wernt some: 
what further, but they ‘had nothing to dé 
with the criminal. procedure here. Here 
if the truth of the libel wore pleaded it 
was a repetition of the offence and 
was’ always held to be an aggravation 
of the offence and went in extreme aggrava~ 
tion of damages. He now came to the ‘ar- 
ticle itself ;-—‘‘ We" tegret to have been at 
last compelled, by a systematic perstcu- 
tion.” Now what did he mean by that! ‘A 
persectttion which has never, ceased from 
the day on which the circulars announcing 
the existence of a project*to, establish the 
Hongkong Telegraph were firat issued, up to 
the present time, to publicly lay before our 
friends and supporters, in self defence, the 
details of what has overy appearance of he- 
ing a detestable conspiracy, organised and 
carried out with unscrupulous persistency 
by an interested clique for the apparent 
purpose of injuring the prospects of this 
journul. It is with the utmost reluctance, 
after most mature deliberation and after all 
other means of avoiding n public scandal 
have’ failed, that we have accepted, as the 
only alternative left us, our oppongnt’s un- 
spokeif challenge of guerre é vtrance. Firm 
believers in the proverb that patience is the 
surest antidote against calmnny, we have 
hoped against hope that the precious con- 
federacy, whose conduct we are now to 
place before the blazing sun of public opin- 
ton, wonld have gradually got tired of a 
hopeless task, and left us alone to work out 
our mission, whitever that may be, without 
subjecting us to further hostile and under- 
hand interference, an] opposition.” Now, 
that was a charve of 3 criminal: offence. 
A conspiracy to injure a man’s prospects or 
injure his paper was'a highly criminal of- 
fence.’ A conspiracy must be formed by 
more than one man. There must be an 
agreement to carry out a certain course or 
pun of some kind or-other. . The’ evidence 
of a conspiracy might be overt acts us they 
were called,. acts outside of the conspira- 
tors, but it must be proved if there was 
anything to come of this. case that there 
waa a confederacy between those whom he 
charged to ruin or injure his Paper. The 
conspiracy in this ease was said to have 
existed mainly between Mr'Geo. Murray 
Bain, Mr Hiirry Wicking, and Mr Robert 
Smith. The last siamed, however, had 
been dropped out of the cnse: Mr Fraser- 
Smith had-withdrawn his charge aguinst 
him, und there was very little to.say about 
him, He had nothing to do now with the two 
conspirators, and ‘disappeared from the 
case, .
